N the air and on 
the seas, our arma- 
das are slowly—by 
no means fast 
enough—growing in 
strength.

Indeed, a few days ago, after a 
very frank discussion on the 
failure to make the best use of 
our resources, a leading Par- 
liamentarian I know was asked— 
not by members of his own party 
—to table an amendment to the 
Address calling for Government 
changes. 

“T'll give you a week to think 
it over,” he replied, knowing how 
some hotheads soon lose their 
eagerness. 

Since then‘ nothing has hap- 
pened, But it may come up again 
soon.

INSTON’S own immediate 

problems are undoubtedly 
those relating to military, naval 
and air strategy. He has no time 
to devote to many matters which 
affect vital interests at home. 

Indeed, I was assured last 
week that one of his Ministers, 
whose work is, just now, all- 
important, has only seen him 
once, and then for about half an 
hour, since his appointment. 

Winston has saved his country, 
at least once, in the last few 
months, and at great personal 
strain on his powers of endur- 
ance. Fortunately, they are 
enormous. 

But a man cannot be, as I have 
already said, the reincarnation of 
the great Duke of Marlborough, 
Nelson and Icarus or the Arch- 
angel Gabriel, or whoever was the 
first airman, all at once, and pay 
much attention to all the other 
branches of State. 

And, he is not supported, in the 
War Cabinet, or in several depart- 
ments outside, with ability of the 
kind needed in these times of 
stress.

Lloyd George ? 


ORD WINTERTON, vho is 

known for his forthrightness, 

put the criticisms I hear into a few 
blunt words last week. 

“Somewhere, in the Govern- 
ment or outside,” he said, “a 
Lloyd George who would organise 
the Home Front as Mr. Lloyd 
George did in the last war will 
have to be found.” 

Now, what will happen about 
Lloyd George himself? Is it really 
thought that the old war-horse is 
too old for anything but being left 
out to graze?

He may .be seventy-six; but he 
has the vitality of a man a score 
of years younger. 

Most of the problems of the 
war are just the same problems 
as those he solved. In counsel, 
and in co-ordination, he would be 
worth any two men now in the 
War Cabinet except the Premier 
himself. 

And yet he is still at Criccieth 
—where he began the career 
which once largely decided the 
destinies of the world. 

I do not share L. G.’s political 
creed. I have never belonged to 
his party. I know his faults, and 
have often proclaimed them. 

But, in an hour when courage 
of mind is needed, he, famed for 
his courage of mind, remains the 
Forgotten Man! 


The Second 
‘Blockade of Britain’ 


OW, there is a great improve- 
ment in the war situation. 
Major-General Chaney, who was 
sent here by Roosevelt to probe 
into the truth, has just told the 
American people: “I am optimistic 
about the war, so far as Britain is 
concerned. I believe that Britain 
cannot lose the war unless she 
en over-confident or care- 
ess.” 

Praising our air achievements, 
he said that the aerial battle that 
waged over England in August 
and, September was one of His- 
tory’s decisive military engage- 
ments, one which would be 
bracketed with Marathon and 
Waterloo. 

Then, undoubtedly, Hitler is 
still worried because of the stand 
made by Greece, backed by our- 
selves. Whereas, a few months 
ago, Egypt looked at  Italy’s 
mercy, and whereas a month 
back Greece seemed ‘helpless, he 
now realises that adventures in 
the Balkans cannot bring him 
speedy victory. s 

He has thus been driven to try 
to reach an early decision in the 
war by striking us again. 

So it is upon us British people 
that a constant attack is falling, 
one with which he intends to 
smash us. His is a double 
assault—at sea and in the air. 

The blockade of Great Britain, 
which he started months ago and 
which failed, has been resumed, 
and with a ruthlessness used 
with the aim of cutting off our 
food, smashing our towns, de- 
stroying our factories and ter- 
rorising our population. 

He promised his people victory 
last summer. It did not come. 
Now, facing months of a second 
bad winter, his people want 
cheering up, for it is nearly six 
months since they had a victory. 

Night after night, our provin- 
cial towns—this because the 
Germans lost the Battle of 
London—are threatened, one by 
one, with devastation. 

Hitler conquered half Europe. 
We still stand in the way. 


But are our-powers of organisa-° 
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tion, planning, looking ahead, in 
any way comparable with the 
irit of the people? Bombed 
though they are, our citizens are 
resolute. 

“Use us, use us!” they saf, 
even amid the ruins of their 
towns. f 

Yet we go on with Govern- 


ment by Announcement and 
Taxation by Appeal. 


Hitler Plans: 
We Still Muddle 


AKE the difference between 

Hitler’s plan and ours. 
When Ministers talk of our 
catching up to his production, 
they do not tell you that we are 
still building war factories while 
Hitler, having spent, before the 
war, £6,000,000,000, had his 
factories ready. 

He is moving his war plants 
to Poland and Hungary, further 
from our planes. We, if it is to 
bė`a long war—and Winston 
now talks of “1943 and 1944 ”— 
must get our factories under- 
ground, away from his bombers. 

Hitler has added to his vast 
army of. workmen 2,000,000 
slaves. We still have 800,000 un- 
employed, hundreds of thousands 
engaged on non-essential work, 
and little or none waiting for the 
people who will now be unem- 
ployed as the luxury trades close 
down. 

Whereas Hitler has looted the 
wealth of the conquered coun- 
tries we are still allowing to re- 
main in our banks and the safes 
of our great financial houses 
countless millions of unused 
capital. 

Incidentally, about £1,000,000,000 
or nearly a quarter of our annual 
expenditure, is being raised by 
appeals. 

While we also beg for binoculars 
and billiards tables—yes, and bibs 
for the bombed babies!—our coal 
supplies are jammed. Trucks, of 
which there is a shortage, are used 
for storage. 

While the railways advertise, 
almost daily, the wonders of their 
achievement, motorists are given 
petrol if they give people free 
rides—and rails, roads and coastal 
services all compete for goods 
traffic when all should. be merged 
into one national plan.

“Tt was so wonderful that it 
almost dazed me, and for 2 moment 
I felt I must be dreaming.” 

The General added that he 
saw much the same in Coventry, 
and that there was a similar 


spirit in Liverpool, where the 
people were showing such 
staunchness. 


Sir Robert, who was speaking at 
a war artists’ exhibition in Liver- 
pool said that his reply to the 
question “ Why commemorate the 
horrible business of war by paint- 
ing?” was, “ The paintings are the 
impression of the nation's deter- 
mination ‘to fight against whoever 
attacked her.”

So Virginia, “hell-cat” 
beauty and dancer, looking 
very languorous, will lan- 
guish in prison for five years. 

With big black eyes, long 
lashes, ivory complexion, a 
figure that defied strongest 
stage lighting, as well as brains, 
Virginia was the most exciting 
spy of all those now operating 
in Switzerland. 

For more than fifteen of the 
thirty-five years she admits, this 
Italian girl danced in Paris, 
Vienna, Budapest and other 
capitals under various names, in- 
cluding “Nina” and “Leopard 
Woman.” 

Not until 1939 did she run foul 
of the law. Then Swiss anti- 
espionage agents picked her.up 
as the real brains of a spy. ring 
involving Italy, France, Switzer- 
land and a number of other 
Powers. 

They found she had acquired the 
name Capt and a Swiss passport 
by marrying a man named Capt. 
who conveniently vanished shortly 
after the marriage. 

They found out a lot of other 
things, leading to espionage trails 
they are still following to this day. 


SUICIDE ATTEMPTS 

“ Nina,” or Virginia, did not dis- 
appoint anyone. She was known 
as a “Hell Cat” before she was 
arrested, and she remained one up 
till the day of her trial. 

Twice she slashed her wrists in 
dramatic suicide attempts in her 
cell. . 

Throughout the trial itself, 
Nina appeared in her leopard 
coat. She used no rouge or lip- 
stick, thus heightening the 
whiteness of her face. Her lips 
trembled, her lashes fluttered. 
Twice large tears welleq out of 
her big eyes. Once she sobbed, 
but most of the time she just 
registered mysterious aloojness. 
By the time the trial was over, 

Nina had almost everybody in the 
courtroom on the edge of their 
seats. The judges cleared the 
courts three or four times of the 
extra lawyers who trickled in to 
watch the show which the public 
could not see. 

Despite all her dramatics, the 
judges sentenced her for treason 
and espionage. 

But even now, in jail, Nini will 
not talk. Police wish she would, 
for they say she knows a lot about 
other spies who are now very 
active.—A.P.

ward bound for Germany via 
Azores and English Channel. 
but had been gone barely three 


| hours when a wireless message 


through Porto Rico ordered 
her instead to go raiding 
merchantmen in the Atlantic 
Heading south, she called up by 
wireless a week later the SS. 
Corrientes, which had been wait- 
ing in a Brazilian inlet. This sup- 
ply vessel furnished Dresden with 
570 tons of coal, thanks to a care- 
fully worked out pre-war organisa- 


| tion. 


Fast cruisers eat up fuel with 
annoying celerity, and this was 
ever the chief prob- 
lem for a raider’s 
captain. But a few 
days later the Ham- 
burg-Amerika SS. 
Baden, with 12,000 


tons of coal, 
steamed out from 
Pernambuco, met 


the warship off that 
isolated Rocas Reef, 
and lashed up 
alongside her. 

The German Admiralty, in 
Selecting this secret rendez- 
yous some 130 miles from Cape 
San Roque, away’ from the 
tracks of shipping. had chosen 
well. But the South Atlantic 
swell is no respecter of nations, 
the two steel hulls rose and fell. 
crashing against each other and 
doing mutual damage. 

Moreover, the lighthouse-keeper 
on this lonely reef wanted to know 
who was who and what might be 
happening. With an ingenious lie 
Dresden’s commanding officer, 
Captain Liidecke, answered that 
this. was the. Swedish cruiser

However, Liidecke stopped long

bunkers, then continued 
further south, capturing and 
sinking the British S.S. Hyades 
(3,352 tons), and by the third week 
of August came to anchor off that 
rarely visited island of Trinidada, 

Lying nearly 700 niles out in the 
ocean from the Brazilian coast, 
barren, desolate, its steep sides 
scarcely accessible, Trinidada at

QUIET SPOTS 


CTUALLY these expeditions 
discovered little more than 
savage seabirds and the most 
revolting land-crabs, with hideous 


eyes and man-devouring pro- 
pensities But Hartwig’s ship 
found waiting off the pin- 
nacled rocks a squadron of 


German supply steamers, which 
had brought out from South 
America everything from bullocks 
to oil, coal-bags and shovels. 
After two days Dresden, duly 
refreshed, was able to steam 
southwest and intercept the 


| British S.S. Holmwood (4,223 tons). 


bound from Newport with Welsh 
coal for Bahia Blanca. Her. the 
Germans sank by bombs. 

But now young Hartwig was to 
have such a variety of voyaging 
as is rarely heard of outside the 
story - books. Orders reached 
Dresden to leave the Atlantic for 
the Pacific. September found her 
butting into the wild seas off Cape 
Horn, but also halting a while in 
that chilly area at Orange Bay; 
one of the inhospitable, yet 
secluded, spots which even the 
Cape Horn fringes can offer. 

But Captain Liidecke might, 
some day soon, be glad to have 
acquainted himself with these 
indifferently charted regions. Few 
corners of the world could provide 
better hide-outs 

It was September 16 when he 
came out again and turned north- 
ward. his instructions being to 
make contact with Admiral von 
Spee’s squadron on its way to- 
wards western South America 
from the China Station.

PURE CHANCE 


NE of the most thrilling races 
on record ensued, as the 24- 
knot cruiser gave chase to the 14- 
knot liner. Any impartial observer 
would have foretold a short, sharp 
finish, but Captain D. R. Kinneir 
with magnificent daring took his 
ship jnto the uncharted Nelson's 
Strait. his engine-room staff by a 
miracle of effort producing 18 
Knots out of Ortega’s engines. 
Dresden dared no longer ‘ollow 
among the dangerous rocks, and 
gave up the pursuit after strenu-

We all know what followed on 
November 1; how, in the Battle 
of Coronel, Admiral -Cradock’s 
much weaker squadron was de- 
feated by Spee’s units that were 
famous for their gunnery; but not 
everyone is aware that Cradock’s 
flagship Good Hope before foun- 
dering made a hole with one of 
her 9-inch shells in the Gneisenau.

MORE THRILLS 


ORTH from the harbour rushed

toric naval engagements, spent a 
couple of tense months in daily 
expectation of being suddenly sur- 
prised by his enemies—is pretty 
adventurous living for a young 
man.

Back once more in the Pacific, 
running short of coal, Dresden 
was lying on March 8 with engines 
stopped right away from trade 
routes but waiting for one of her 
colliers. 

At 3.50 p.m. Leading-Signalman 
Hill from the forebridge of H.M.S. 
Kent sighted her some nine miles 
distant; yet, although the Kent 
immediately gave chase at. full 
speed, Dresden got clean away. 
being at least one knot faster. 


THE FINISH 


TILL, for all that, the German 
was doomed. With scarcely 
any coal, her engines badly need- 
ing overhaul, British cruisers on 
the alert everywhere, Dresden filed 
to Juan Fernandez Island (scene 
of “Robinson Crusoe’s” experi- 
ences), where she let go anchor 
next day at 8.30 a.m., having only 
80 tons in her bunkers. 

Five mornings later, on con- 
verging courses, three British 
cruisers—Kent, Glasgow, Orama— 
here made the land, too. Guns 
began to boom. Dresden sank to 
the sea-bed. The days of her 
wandering were over, and her 
survivors removed to the main- 
land by a Chilean warship. 

There they were interned on the 
island of Quiriquina, about 240 
land miles south of Valparaiso. 
but the whole thing was so farci- 
cal that after a few months few 
of these seafarers remained at 
Quiriquina; many were allowed to 
accept jobs on the mainland, and 
others managed to smuggle them- 
selves back into Germany. 

Among the latter was Kurt 
Hartwig, who. not yet satiated 
with excitement, and still deter- 
mined to express his hatred of the 
English. now joined the U-boat 
service early in 1916, 

Promoted to Kapitan-Leutnant, 
this tough, muscular fellow was 
given command of U-32. and, at 
the end of that year. brought her 
round from North Sea to Mediter- 
ranean, being based like the other 
German boats on Cattaro in the 
Adriatic.

Now the morn- 
ing of January 9 was fine, Malta 
being still 60 miles off. when in 
the distance Hartwig espied the 
two funnels and masts. the signal 
yards and old-fashioned bridge of 
the battleship approaching. 
Then, presently, the grey hull 
became big and bold. He Kept 
glancing through his periscope, 
manceuvred for position, and 
about 7.55 a.m., fired a torpedo 
which struck the starboard side 
of Cornwallis abreast of her after | 
boiler room. Not till then had) 
this subtle enemy’s presence in 
this exact locality been intimated. 


UGLY WAVES 


ORTUNATELY the battleship 

possessed an escort; H.M.S. 
Beagle, who also had distinguished 
herself at the Dardanelles. 
Instantly she dashed to where 
the U-boat might be expected. 
dropped a number of depth- 
charges, but outside the range. 
Meanwhile Cornwallis developed 
a 10 degrees list to starboard, 
which made the hoisting of the} 
boats most difficult. Captain | 
Davidson accordingly flooded the 
wing compartments and engine- 
room on the port side, which 
brought her on to an even Keel, | 
but by now she had sunk so deeply | 
that her net-shelves were level} 
with the sea; and, no steam being | 
any longer available, boats had to 
be hoisted out by hand. 

Discipline, as might be expected, 
continued perfect: yet the ship 
was most certainly doomed. Cap- 
tain Davidson signalled Beagle to 
come alongside, and begin taking 
off survivors. This destroyer had 
been circling around at high 
speed, keeping the submarine 
defensively below surface, and by 
that activity undoubtedly kept | 
Hartwig too occupied for another 
attack. 

The Mediterranean was begin- 
ning to be lashed in ugly waves, 
the Beagle needed careful hand- 
ling to avoid holing herself! 
against the armoured ship, but 
with a fine bit of seamanship and 
remarkable celerity she had just 
time to transfer on board 670 
officers and men, when a periscov- 
peeped up, a second torpedo sped | 
forth and hit Cornwallis’s port| 
side amidships—just where the 
destroyer bad been lying a few 
seconds earlier. 


AN AVENGER 


LERT, full of vigour, Beagle, 
with her crowded decks, 
dashed towards the periscope, 
again let go a depth-charge, yet 
once more just missed the elusive 
Hartwig. The battered battleship 
was foundering more quickly: in a 
few moments all would be over; 
but there still remained in her 
the captain, his navigator, and 
the galley’s crew So Beagle 
made another smart manceuvre. 
rescued the party intact. and of 
all those hundreds who once had 
loved their home aboard Corn- 
wallis, only 15—killed by explo- 
sion in the after boiler-room— 
failed to reach Malta. 

There are some men on land 
and sea whose careers always 
nave the appearance of perpetual 
good fortune; when others even- 
tually “hit a snag,” the rare and 
luckiest somehow cheat destiny. 
Hartwig ‘certainly belonged to 
this special class. 

A little while later he was given | 
command of a newer craft, U-63, | 
and Kapitan-Leutnant Albrecht | 
took over U-32. but not her pros- 
perity: that was, about to disap- 
pear quickly, as the Cornwallis 
had gone. For on May 8, 1918, 
whilst she waited between Sicily | 


and Malta to entrap a convoy 
bound from Gibraltar for Alex- 
andria, the sloop Wallflower was 
quicker in the attack and sent 


U-32 to the bottom. Thus was 
the battleship’s destruction 
avenged. 


But Commander Guy Living- 
ston, of H.M.S. Wallflower, also 
happened to be one of those 
officers for whom narrow escapes 
are just routine. It was on 
April 4, 1916, nearly an hour 
before noon, that while steam- 
ing between Malta and Cape 
Matapan, destruction seemed 
imminent,

There dic he| 
learn that Germany. having done | 
her damnedest and exhausted all

So in the end even Kurt Hart-| 
wig’s career struck a snag, andj 
after Armistice his U-63 was!

Nonchalance 


They walk away through the 
Half light of the morning, bang- 
ing and slapping the icy chill 
from their bones. Then, gulping 
scalding coffee or cocoa between 
mouthfuls of plum cake, they 
gather with other pilots, ob- 
servers, air gunners and bomb 
aimers around the Intelligence 
Officer’s desk, and from their 
bored and laconic repliés the 
story of yet another successful 
raid is pieced together. 

“No 5 hasn’t shown up,” says 
the LO. “Any of you chaps see 
what happened ? ” 

“I did,” volunteers a rear 
gunner, “The flak was pretty 
heavy as we turned away from the 
target and he was caught by the 
searchlights and hit. He was 
losing height fast as we made for 
home, but they may have baled 
out.” 

Often our Air Ministry com- 
muniqués contain this hea¥tening 
phrase: “All our machines re- 
turned safely.” Often, but not 
always. War, after all, is war, and 
it has its grim price. Sometimes 
machines and crews take off and 
are never heard of again, and I 
want to tell you the story of one 
of the war’s most heroic raids, a 
raid from which only one lone 
plane returned to place on record 
the courage of a handful of 
Britain’s “ soldiers with wings.” 

It was back in May of this year, 
when unhappy France was rocking 
beneath the first hammer blows of 
the German blitzkrieg, that 
General Georges, Chief of Staff to 
Allied Generalissimo Weygand, 
sent the following message to a 
R.A.F. bomber squadron some- 
where in France. 

“ Messieurs, je vous remercie,” 
wrote the General—“ Gentlemen, I 
thank you.” 

No matter what epics of heroism 
this war may produce, those 
simple words will commemorate 
one of the bravest of all its deeds, 
Every man who went on that 
flight knew before he took off that 
there was little chance of coming 
back alive.

Juggernaut 


At Maastricht, just north of 
Liége, where the Albert Canal 
joined the River Meuse, German 
mechanised divisions were thrust- 
ing into Belgium with the inten- 
tion of dividing the Allied Armies 
and cutting off our hard-pressed 
Expeditionary Force from the 
French 

Day and night the grey hordes 
came sweeping over the frontier 
in a never-ending flood. Tanks, 
armoured cars, guns, trucks and 
armed motor-cycle combinations 
roared down the dead-straight, 
tree-lined roads at bewildering 
speed. This was modern war—a 
war of dazzlingly swift movement, 
vastly different to the slow, stale- 
mate campaigns of 1914-1918, and 
there seemed nothing to stop the 
Nazi Juggernaut as it thundered 
westwards, 

All the bridges over the Meuse 
and the Albert Canal had been 
destroyed except one near Maas- 
tricht, and across this the invaders 
still poured in an unbroken line. 
Tanks and armoured units, lorries 
in which steel-helmeted infantry- 
men were packed like sardines— 
the rumble of wheels never ceased. 


Behind followed long convoys of 
stores, food for the troops, petrol 
to keep that vast army on wheels 
moving ever forward, ammunition 
for the guns—everything came 
over that one remaining bridge. 

While it still spanned the water 
it menaced the life and safety of 
every British soldier in Belgium. 
While it still stood, their fate— 
perilous in any event—remained 
doubly so, 

The enemy knew the immense 
strategic value of the bridge. They 
knew that without it their dagger 
thrust into the heart of Belgium 
would lose its deadly impetus. 
Precious time would be lost, and 
the German High Command, im- 
patient to encircle and annihilate 
our Expeditionary Force, could not 
afford to lose time. 

And so the bridge at Maas- 
tricht was ringed with the most 
powerful- anti-aircraft defences 
they could muster. 
Guns of all calibres 
bristled around it’ as 
thick as the quills on a 
porcupine’s back. They 
could put up an almost 
solid wall of steel im- 
diately hostile aircraft 
were sighted. In ad- 
dition to the guns, 
scores of Messerschmitt fighters 
maintained a constant patrol in 
the sky for miles around. 

Again and again our bombers 
launched mass attacks against the 
bridge. Both river and canal 
banks were shattered by high ex- 
plosives. Tons of bombs, raining 
down upon them, left them in 
crumbling ruins. Dozens of A.A. 
batteries were silenced, but the 
bridge still stood, and as ‘ast as 
one gun Was bombed another was 
rushed into place, 


Volunteers 


The barrage was so intense that 
the bomber crews had no chance 
to aim accurately. In eight 
attacks not a Single hit was made 
on the bridge. The only way it 
could be destroyed was to chance 
a suicide dive right down through

Albania has suffered great loss of men, 

material and prestige. His crippled Navy

His 
countrymen are losing faith in him, and his 
master, Hitler, turns a deaf ear to his appeals 
for help. 

It is fitting that the first high priest of State 
idolatry should be the first to see his idols fall, 
as fall they must. 

We believe in this country that governments 
should serve the people. The Duce, in his arro- 
gance and lust for power, set up a dictatorship 
which made the people slaves. 

He mocked at honour and fair dealing as 
between nation and nation. He despised the 
claim of ordinary men and women to simple 
happiness. 

Like Hitler, he proclaimed that might is the 
only right. And now his might is breaking and 
the world despises him as the creature of a 


greater villain than himself.

i is my belief, not only that the Fascist 
regime in Italy is beginning to crack, 
but also that this crack must ultimately imperil 
the whole fabric of “ totalitarianism.” 


At all events, the news of the past few days 
tends to show that, outside the enemy and enemy- 
occupied countries, we are gaining strength and 
the Axis is losing it. 

Russia has disappointed Germany. Hitler got 
nothing out of his conversations with M. Molotov 
but polite assurances that his suggestions would 
be considered. 

They have been considered and “ turned down.” 


From a confidential, but authoritative, source, 
information has reached this office that Russia 
is not in the least interested in German plans 
for “spheres of influence,” but only in “ spheres 
of security.” 

M. Molotov used those words and he meant 
«security for Russia.” Stalin has already got 
what he wanted and now he intends to “dig in.”

PAS hoped that Moscow could be 
induced to bring pressure to bear upon 
Turkey. He hoped that there might be some 
withdrawal of Russian forces from his own 
Eastern frontier. 

He noped in vain. Moscow intends to remain 
friendly with Turkey. It has no wish to see the 
war spread in the Balkans. And, far from reduc- 
ing the number of troops on the Russo-German 
frontier, work on the fortifications there is going 
on night and day. 

I also understand that Russia blandly refuses 

-to make any promise about stopping her help to 


China. In other words, she doesn’t trust Ger- 
man; or Japan, and who can blame her?

T was, no doubt, as a sequel to this 

l i rebuff that Hitler instructed his 

envoys in Sofia and Belgrade to assure the Bul- 

garian and Jugoslav Governments that Germany 
has no intention of interfering with them. 


That may account for Hitler’s present refusal 
to help Mussolini out of his troubles. Indeed, it 
is hard to see how he could do so, unless he poured 
German troops through the “ inviolable ” Brenner 
Pass. 

It is more than possible that he may do that 
before the war ends. If he does, Italy will be 
worse off than occupied France; Mussolini will be 
degraded to the level of a Petain; and Germany 
will have another vast and rebellious population 
to control! 

Whatever happens, the Duce is discredited—a 
prophet with waning honour in his own country 
and none abroad. Marshal Badoglio’s resignation 
—or dismissal—from the post of Chief of the 
Italian General Staff sets the seal upon Musso- 
lini’s personal reputation. 


Meanwhile, Hitler continues to bomb our towns 
and wage a savage war upon British shipping. 
And that brings us to two other important pieces 
of news. sie 
R. CHURCHILL intends from now on to 

take personal charge of Britain’s war 
against the U-bozts.. That is splendid. The 
Premier, as Sir John Anderson said in the House 
of Commons, “ has unrivalled experience and is 
giving constant consideration to the question of 
enemy attack, from under the sea and from the 
air, on our ships and convoys.” 


We need our best brains and our ablest leader- 
ship to defeat this growing and deadly menace, 
but I was speaking only the other day to a news- 
paper colleague who has just returned from a 
nine-days’ patrol of the nearer Atlantic waters in 
one of our destroyers. 


And he told me that, in spite of all our losses, 
he believes the Navy will find an answer to the 
U-boat and the bomber. Sir John Anderson, upon 
whose opinion I place somewhat less reliance, Was 
equally confident. 


Ł.> told the House that, just as we beat the 
German submarines in the last war, so we Can 
count upon beating them again and beating the 
German bomber, too. 


We shall do so—I don’t doubt it in the least— 
but “ time is of the essence of the contract.” And 
for the moment we need American help more 
than anything else. i ;

AKE no doubt of it, America is going to 
give us that help before it is too late. 


I have no “ idealistic views ” about the United 
States. I rate the average American as an ordi- 
nary man—hard-headed, cautious and selfish; 
anxious above all else to look after his own 
interests.

But, in trying to look at things from his point 
of view, I can see that a German victory would 
menace his entire way of living, whereas a British 
victory might maintain some value in his masses
